U&hR 
liesearch Group on Forecasting could meet to determine tiie plan 
of work for the next year and the organization of the second 
synxposium whi'ch vnil b« held in the U. £*S. R. The aimual meet* 
Ing of the American Society for Information Sciences takes place 
ia Boston, October 26-30. 

The following U,S. speciaii&ts have agreed tentatively to prepare 
papers for the YdX^ symposium im the four problem areas we 
Identified during our meeting in Moscow in .September 19?4j

The titles of the papers will be made known within a weeks* 
iSomew'imt later, probably by August I, we shall send you a list of 
U.S. observers who wilt participoic in this symposium. 

Under separate cover we aj'o sending you copies of seven documents 
which we believe will bo useful references for the Sovdet specialists. 
Fiesso note that the first document, listed in Lnclosure number I to 
this letter, contains a comprehensive bibliography on Western studies 
on obsolescence and change in the scientific and technical literature. 

Also, the second docimient on the list (Communication in Science by 
A. J. Meadow') is the best W-eetem eumm aryi"‘e;ccoroing'^'!t^rof.' 
Price, of the state of scientific knowledge on which to base our fore- 
casting technologies. He strongly suggests that you give this book 
priority consideration for cover-to-cover translation and publication 
in Ilussian* 

With reference to the time table (pages 11-12 of Enclosure number 2) 
for symposium preparation, 1 suggest that because of the slippage we 
have had, we delay the exchange of progress reports, methodologies 
and references between the scientists working in Blniiliar areas until 
such time as v/e know v/hich U.&. and feoviet auttiors will address 
which topics and until tlicy have bad sulficicat time to develop their 
themes. Possibly both sides v/ould be prepared for such an exchange 
by May I when tlie exchange of titles and abstracts of papers is 
scheduled to occur. 

To expedite communications between us, I suggest that you send the 
list of Soviet specialists w ho will be preparing papers and copies of 
any reference materials for the U.fe. specialists through the bcicace 
Counselor at the American Embassy m Moscow. 

1 look forward to heaxing from you soon and to our continued 
cooperative effort to improve the transfer of the scienUflc and 
technical knowledge between the U.S. and U.E'.li. B. i will relay 
aU information to i..r. Price,
